He hasbeena 
partof this centralized system of speculating, 
pooling, and stock jobbing; covered with the 
fleece of the countiess shorn lambs, during 
many years of Wall street operations, Mr. 
Morton has come forth with his pockets 
filled to overflowing, and his friends poitit to 
his success in this business as an evidence 
“that what was safe judgment for a firm 
was safe for the Government in its financial 
affairs.”

COLOSSAL PROJECTS OF THE PRESENT 

It seems to be the object and determination 
of the present age to set on foot gigantic 
enterprises and undertakings by which to 
increase and perfect the system of the 
world’s commerce to such an extent that 
coming generations will find but little to do 
in that direction. Among them must be 
counted the submarine telegraphs, the suc- 
cessful piercing of the Alps for railroad pur- 
poses, the Pacific Railroads, the great lines 
of steamships for transportation of passen- 
gers and freight, and above all the construc- 
tion of the Suez Canal, and last, but not 
least, the tremendous -railroad network all 
over America as well as over Europe. Since 
the unhappy effects and consequences of the 
year 1873 have gradually died away, innu- 
merable plans and projects for gigantic 
measures to increase the facilities for the 
commercial intercourse of the world have 
made their appearance, and many ef them 
have been partly executed already, while 
others will soon be taken in hand. 

Prominent among the latter are the con- 
struction of the Panama and Nicaragua 
Canals, and the project of Capt. Eads to build 
a railroad across the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, in Mexico, on which he proposes to 
carry Ships of any and All sizes from ocean 
to ocean. In connection with these projects 
stands the construction of a complete rail- 
road net all over Mexico by American capi- 
talists, and the finishing of the Southern, 
Northern, and Canadian Pacific Railroads. 
The laying of a submarine cable from San 
Francisco to Japan and China will be the 
logical consequence of the construction of 
all of these Pacific roads.

Senator Vest has never omitted an oppor- 
tunity to give expression to his very offensive 
sentiments in a very offensivemanner.

The other is the suggestion of 
any measure that is for the benefit of the 
whole country, that involves patriotism or 
that recognizes all sections of the country as 
parts of one Nation. The mere mention of 
anything of this kind inflames him asa red 
rag does a bull, and his antics very closely 
resemble those of that infuriated animal. 
The movement &place Gen. Grant upon the 
retired list has been the object of his special 
aversion. Though it is one feature of a 
measure to pension our ex-Presidents,—a 
measure which has commended itself to the 
majority of our peopie,—he sees in it only an 
effort to reward Gen. Grant, first, as a Re-

No member of the com- 
muuity bas a rigbt to trample upon the feelings, 
or even the prejudices, of another, so long as the 
idiosyneracy is a harmiess one: When, however, 
it comes to causing another to commit what he 
believes to be a sin egainst God, or a possibile 
wrong to his own bodily bealth, it is a very grave 
matter, and ought not to be passed by lightly, 
whoever may be the perpetrator. Especially is it 
reprehensible when the action is cammitted by 
men who have not even the pitiful plea of the 
thief,“I must live.”

The logic of such 
a policy points to the destruction of Ameri- 
can commerce on the high seas, and the 
actual result has demonstrated the cor- 
rectness of that theory. It is im- 
possibie for the Americans to compete with 
other peoples for the carrying trade of the 
world upon such terms. While other nations 
buy either material or ships where they can 
purchase cheapest, without prohibition or 
special tax, they are and must always be in a 
position to control the carrying trade, to the 
exclusion of a commercial people who im- 
pose upon themselves a forfeiture of equal 
privileges. Mr. Blaine, speaking for the 
shipbuilders of Maine and Pennsylvania, 
suggests their staple remedy,—Government 
subsidy. If such a remedy were practicable 
or desirable, it would be nothing more nor 
less than a new form of taxation assessed 
upon the producers of the country to make 
good the disadvantages incident to the navi- 
gation laws. The subsidized shipowners 
would not charge less than the shipowners 
of other countries, and hence would 
give no compensation for the special 
tax levied for their benefit. If the 
English shipowner would pay the 
American producer $1 a bushel for his 
wheat in this country, the American ship- 
owner would only pay the same; but the lat- 
ter would levy a drawback upon the pro- 
ducer to the extent of, say, five cents a bushel 
in the shape of subsidy, and the producer 
would lose 5 per cent by patronizing the sub- 
sidized American shipowner. An Ameri- 
can commercial marine can never be success- 
fully nor profitably built up on any such in- 
equitable’ terms. Besides, subsidy means 
scandal in this country. This has been the 
result whenever it has been tried. It in- 
volves trading, log-rolling, bribery, and cor- 
ruption. Of the millions of dollars squan- 
dered upon the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany nobody has anything to show except 
the stock-jobbers, the lobbyists, and the Con- 
gressmen who divided it among themselves. 
The effort to make up by indirection the 
losses incident to a prohibitory policy will 
always be a failure. 

The remarkable growth of the American 
shipping interests before the War is a suf- 
ficient evidence of the possibilities for Ameri- 
can commerce, The vast extent of the 
English shipping interest to-day is sufficient 
evidence of what American commerce might 
have been under a rational policy. Why 
should American enterprise, which has 
spanned a great continent with iron and 
steel, forego the profits of sailing the ocean? 
Why should American resources, which 
can feed the world, be placed at the 
mercy of foreign carriers? Why should 
the agricultural masses contribute sub- 
sidies to the maintenance of American 
commerce in order to continue unreasonable 
and unprofitable navigation laws? These 
are the questions involved in a discussion of 


chances to make a profit on the verdauey 
and credulity of the lamblike public.

THE PAUPER INSANE. 

At a recent meeting of the County Board 
of this county, Commissioner Senne submit- 
ted a series of resolutions upon the subject 
of the number of insane persons in the 
County Asylum, and calling the attention of 
the Legislature to the matter. The custody 
and support of the insane has always been a 
heavy charge upon this county, and that 
class of persons have been treated here as 
part of the pauper population, and have been 
kept in the alms-house. That building has, 
however, never been a proper asylum, it 
wanting in many of the essentials of a proper 
home for that class of persons. The State 
has now four hospitals for the insane, to 
which each county is, authorized to send 
such number of pauper patients as may be 
apportioned to it. Many, if not a 
majority, of the connties of the State have 
no local provision for the custody or main- 
tenance of the insane, and when their quotas 
to the State institutions are filled such ad- 
dition al insane persons as may be resident in 
such counties are removed, from necessity, 
tosuch other countiesas have local pro- 
vision. The result is that the surplus popu- 
lation of the insane of other parts of the 
State are sent here to Chicago to be taken 
caré of by this county. In addition to this, 
insane paupers from Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Indiana also find their way to Chicago, 
and become a charge on this county. The 
liberal provision made by this State for the 
care of the insane has naturally had the 
effect to draw to Illinois from other States 
where such provision is insufficient a large 
population of pauper insane. The appropri- 
ation two years ago for a new hospital at 
Kankakee has unquestionably drawn to II- 
linois from beyond her limits an insané pop- 
ulation in excess of the capacity of that in- 
stitution. These unfortunates are all thrown 
upon the charity of our people. 

The trouble is aggravated in this county 
by the necessity for other charities, by large 
legal and judicial expenses, and by the gov- 
ernment of a large county whose current ex- 
penditures are even greater than those of 
the State Government. The rate of taxation 
for ordinary expenses is limited to 74% mills 
on the valuation for taxabie purposes. Out 
of the revenue derived from this tax the 
county has to provide for interest on all the 
debt contracted since 1870, and also for all 
tlie public charities and expenditures of the 
county. This revenue is no longer sufficient 
to enable the county properly to take care of 
the great number of insane persons in the 
county asylum, and hence the following reso- 
lutions of the County Board:

Western Europe is busy in the construc- 
tion of steam transports in order to handle 
and move the tremendous American freight 
and the constantly increasing emigration to 
the United States; Hamburg and Bremen 
are chiefly engaged in such enterprises, In 
France the construction of canals and frail- 
roads is pushed forward; it is the intention 
of that country to expend one thousand 
millions of dollars in such improvements. 
In the East, Russia is energetically pushing 
the completion of its railroads towards the 
South and Asia. Austria intends to con- 
struct an important railroad from the Dan- 
ube, through Servia and Bulgaria, towards 
Constantinople. ‘he project of Lesseps to 
pierce the Isthmus of Corinth seems to have 
been pushed into the background through 
the Panama Canal project. 

In Asia, also, great railroad enterprises 
are planned and partly in construction. The 
Chinese, who only a short while ago de- 
stroyed and demolished a little railroad 
built by Europeans at Canton, because they 
regarded the locomotive as being built in the 
devil’s workshops, have now concluded to 
construct a railroad system on their own 
responsibility, in ofder to connect all the 
chief cities of the interior of that vast Empire 
with Pekin. Undoubtedly the pigtails are 
driven to these enterprises by their fear of 
the Russians, who are tearing piece after 
piece from the borders of the Celestial Em- 
pire, and who ¢& the present time are prepar- 
ing for a general attack. 

That England, like Russia, entertains its 
plans and projects for the construction of 
railroads through Asia, towards India, 
is a well-known fact. When England 
secured the possession of Cyprus, it Was 
generally admitted to be proof of the 
fact that that country intended to build a 
railroad in Asia Minor at a point nearest and 
most convenient to the island, which should 
run along the River Euphrates towards the 
Gulf of Persia. Preliminary surveys have 
already been made; but when this plan will 
be executed the English Government seems 
to regard as a secret. 

As compared with England, the Russian 
plans and projects in Asia are simply tre- 
mendous. It is Russia’s intention not alone 
to connect the Caspian Sea with the Sea of 
Aral, but also to make the River Amur-Darja 
navigable as far as Tashkend. Russia has 
already a large number of steam vessels on 
that river which run into the very heart of 
Cetitral Asia. But the most gigantic plan of 
Russia is the construction of a railroad from 
the Caspian Sea through Central Asia as far 
as the frontiers of China and Afghanistan, 
There is no doubt that Lesseps has his hands in 
all these Russian pldas; he has traveled 
through the interior of Asia for this pur- 
pose. The construction of arailroad through 
the desert along the Persian border towards 
the chief cities of the Turcoman and Geok- 
Tepe and Merv must be regarded as the be- 
ginning of the Russian Central Railroad. It 
cannot be long re that road will be 
pushed towards Herat in Afghanistan, and 
in an easterly direction towards the frontier 
of China.

JUDGE NoAn Swayne, the retiring Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, is of Qua- 
ker descent, and was born in Culpeper County, 
Virginia, Dec. 27, 1804. He began lite as clerk in 
an apothecary shop, but studied law at Warren- 
ton when quite a youth, and was admitted to the 
Bar at Coshocton, O., in 1884. He was elected 
to the Ohio Legislature in 1829, and again in 1830 
und 1836, and was United States District 
Attorney in 1838. In 100. he was chosen 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, but 
declined the office. He was appointed a Justice 
of the Supreme Court by President Lincoln in 
1861. The principal matter of publie concern 
with which his nam bas beep associated was the 
Legal-Tender acts. He joined with the major- 
ity of the reorganized Court in affirming the 
constitutionality of these acts. His name will 
also be linked with ‘his late decision which af- 
firmed in a similar manner the constitutionality 
of the income tax, his opinion being that such a 
tax is not “direct” within the meaning of the 
Constitution, and hence that it need not be ap- 
portioned among the States in proportion to 
population, Justice Swayne is very genial, and 
is happy in an interesting family of children.

The Government had 
acted cautiously in not recommending an 
immediate perpetual remssion, but, at the 
saine time, it could not oppose the principle 
of Herr Richter’s motion, which was really 
similar to the Government’s bill, for the 
Ministry also desired a perpetual remission 
of the taxation. The Government did not 
intend to gverthrow the existing taxation, 
but only proposed to reform it when neces- 
sary.

OTTAWA, Jan. B. — The House of Commons 
sat from 8 o’clock yesterday till 8 o’clock this 
morning, disecussing the Government's Pacitic 
Railway resolutions. Twenty-three amend- 
ments were proposed and all voted down. 
The main resolutions were then read ona 
division of 108 to 46, and Sir John Macdon- 
ald introduced a bill founded on the resolu- 
tions, which ‘was read a first time, but it is 
doubtful if the measure will be carried 
through before Wednesday or Thursday 
next. Although the session was most tedious, 
especially to the Government members, rare 
good humor was maintained on both sides. 
The usual number of scenes took place. 
There was an almost constant fire of jokes, 
cat-calls, and cock-crowing, as well as of 
more substantial material, kept up. The 
House was, in fact, in a chaotic state all 
night, but at no time was there an un- 
seemly display of temper. While wait-

A VILLAIN HANGED.

ARTHABASKAVITLE, Quebec, Jan. 28.—The 
execution of Lachance, the Bulstrade mur- 
derer, took place according to law this morn- 
ing. The inhabitants of the district were on 
the way to the place of execution from an 
early hour, notwithstanding the severe 
weather. Their interest in the affair was 
very great, as both were well known in the 
vicinity. When the murder first leaked out 
and the investigation placed it on Lachanee, 
the parents of the unfortunate man 
left for the United States. The appear- 
ance of the prisoner this morning suggested 
nothing of brutality, but rather the reverse. 
He had a short and slim frame. His appear- 
ance indicated a man ot about 20 or 21 years 
of age. He slept but a very few minutes 
during the night, but this morning took a 
very hearty breakfast. He appeared to be 
somewhat stupified by his position, as if he 
did not fully realize it.. Father Resthier was 
with him during the whole of the past night.

At this hour the prisoner made 
his appearance on the scaffold, with his 
hands fastened to his sides. As he came up 
he had his coat thrown over his shoulders, 
and was without any covering for his head, 
and as a consequence shivered greatly, the 
thermometer being 10 below zero. Father 
Resthier addressed those assembled to wit- 
ness the execution, and stated that Lachance 
admitted his horrible crime. The bolt was 
then drawn. He writhed considerably, his 
mouth opened, and blood and water came 
out. After the body was suspended for fif- 
teen minutes it was cut down, and, the usual 
inquest being held, the body was buried in a 
corner of the jail-yard. 

The crime for which the murderer died 
will be remembered as one of great brutality. 
He decoyed a maiden to a lonely place, was 
repulsed in his dishonorable intentions, and

IRISH STATE TRIALS. 


The Packed Trial of Daniel 0’Connell 
im 1844, and the Abortive Trial of 
Parneliin 1881.

When Daniel O’Connell and his seven asso- 
ciates in the Repeal movement were placed 
on trial in the Court of the Queen’s Bench in 
Dublin, on the 15th of January, 1844, there 
was scarcely any room for doubt that they 
would be found guilty on the indictment. 
If not actually “ packed,” the jury had been 
so skillfully chosen on the part of the Gov- 
ernment that its sympathies ran all one way. 
The prisoners were Catholics, but there were 
noCatholics on the jury. The wealthy and land- 
owning classes were hostile to O'Connell and 
the revolution he sought to accomplish, and 
the jury was made upof tradesmen who were 
naturally anxious to retain the good opinion 
of those classes. Therefore, the verdict of 
guilty, which was rendered on Feb. 12, cre- 
ated no surprise. With equal certainty the 
resuit of the State trials which have just 
closed at Dublin was foretold in advance. 
This time, at least, the jury was fairly chosen. 
It contained eight Catholics, three Protest-

CONTINENTAL RAILWAY. 

THE PROPOSED NEW ROUTE FROM THE SEA- 
BOARD.

New York, Jan. 28.—The Continental 
Railway Company, which has undertaken

and Omaha, is formed by the consolidation 
of five companies organized under the laws 
of Iowa, Lilinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania.

GRANT'S NOMINATION, 
THURLOW WEED SUPPLIES AN. INTERESTING 
‘LEAF OF HISTORY. 

Letter to New York Tribune, 

The distinguished part Gen. Grant took in 
the late Presidential canvass, and the marked 
interest he is now taking in the develop- 
ment of enterprises likely to promote the gen- 
eral welfare, recall an incident connected 
with his early political life. It is a common 
remark that the most important results 
are determined either by aceident or 
slight cireumstances. I propose to show how 
Gen. Grant became a Kepublican jnstead of a 
Democratic candidate for President.

One of the Flues of the 
Boiler. 


Interesting Account of the ‘Burning of 
One Man and Fifteen Horses 
at Avoca, Ia. 


A Very Disastrous Fire in the Business 
District of South Bend, Ind. 


Burning of a Cotton-Mill at Grafton, Miss., 
Involving a Loss of $125,000. ' 


PICTURE-FRAME MANUFACTORY. 

Sammons, Clark & Co., the well-known 
picture-frame manufacturers of this city, are 
in hard luck. Only a few months ago their 


large warehouse, salesroom, and offices, on 


Randolph street, adjoining the Brigzs 


House, were completely cleaned out by fire, 


and yesterday their factory went. 
Just after 11 :30 yesterday  fore- 
noon, there was a loud explosion in 
the boiler-room, which is in the 
northwest corner of the factory, a large 
three-story and basement brick building on 
the west side of Clinton street, just south of 
Jackson. The doors of the fire-box were 
blown open, and a broad sheet of flame, to- 
gether with burning shavings and hot coals, 
was blown out into the room with great 
force. The direct cause of this was 
probably the bursting of a flue in 
the boiler. The only person in the 
room at the time was the engineer, William 
Pratt. Though stunned by the shock, and 
scorched about the face, neck, and hands, he 
managed to make his way to the door, but 
the force of the explosion had closed it so 
tight that he could not open it. A sawyer in 
the basement, wno knew that Pratt was 
within, rushed around to the rear door, and, 
kicking it in, rescued him, Pratt’s hair was 
all scorched off him, and the exposed por- 
tions of his body were broiled until 
the skin came off at the touch. He 
was taken to a drug store at the 
corner of Desplaines and Jackson streets, 
and thence to his home, No. 847 Fulton street, 
where he has a wife and two ohildren, 
Though intensely painful, his burns will 
searcely prove dangerous, unless, perchance, 
he inhaled some of the fire. 

The noise of the explosion and the volumes 
of flame and smoke which ascended through 
the shaving-chutes to all portions of the 
building gave the forty or fifty work- 
men employed in the lace ample 
warning, and they made as y exit by the 
stairways and elevator in the front of the 
building. All escaped uninjured. The fire 
svread with great rapidity through the base- 
ment and to every floor of the building. A 
still alarm was given by some of the work- 
men to Engine Company No. 5, and they 
turned in at 11:38 an alarm from Box 276. A 
second alarm was sent in tea minutes 
later. The structure was already doomed by 
the time the Fire Department arrived. The 
inflammable and explosive nature of the 
contents and the instability of the brick 
walls made it dangerous for the firemen to 
go within, and it seemed a thankless and use- 
less job tostand in thestreet and alley pourin 
streams of water upon a blaze which seemec 
so determined to burn itself out. Within an 
hour the roof and upper floors had melted 
into the interior, and a little later 
the entire inside of the building 
had tumbled into the basement. leaving only 
four bare brick walls and the chimney. The 
mass Of inflammables in the basement kept

Adjoining the building on the south is 
Wallace Campbell’s malt-house, a brick and 
frame structure, with dry-kiln in the rear. 
The loss will be about $500; insured for $3,500 
in various companies. The only contents of 
the malt-house was about $3,000 worth of 
malt, which is rendered unfit for use by 
water and smoke. It was the property of L. 
C. Huck & Ca. 

Frame sheds and dry-houses filled with 
lumber, extending back from the factory to 
the alley, were badiy damaged. James 
Tobin, of Hook and Ladder Company No. 1, 
and other members of same company 
were injured considerably by one of these 
sheds falling upon them while they were at 


work. 

The walls of the building, thong thin. 
stood the fire test well. The rear wall only 
showed signs of falling, but as it cooled the 
bulge and V-shaped cracks in it contracted. 
None of the walis, standing as they do en- 
tirely unbraced from the ground up, are safe, 
and will most likely have to come down.

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The admission of Al Reinke, the runaway 
clerk, that there was a ring in this city, whose 
work consisted of the manipulation of taxes, 
suggested to a TRIBUNE reporter that the 
fraudulent reduction of assessments, which 
yielded less than $500, was not the only source of 
revenue. 

He got hold of a rumor that the Tax-Redemp- 
tion Fund was in a “horrible condition,” and 
examined into the matter, but found there was 
no truth in the report. Reinke never handled 
any of this money, and the system of checks in 
the Cashier’s office is so thorough that even a 
cent could not be stoien from the county. While 
in Mr. Klokke’s office yesterday, what was sup- 
posed to be 

A STARTLING DISCOVERY 

was made by the Chief Clerk. A tax-buyer 
named W. W. Marcy bought, in 1879, some prop- 
erty belonging to N. O. Alien, and, having paid 
the amount of the tax, received the usual 
certificates. These he subsequently indorsed in 
blank, and they came into the possession of 
Mr. Stebbins,the agent of Mr. Allen. The proper- 
ty was redeemed,and Mr. Stebbins presented the 
certificates in order to get the money Marcy had 
paid. It was found, however, from the books 
that a check had already been given for the 
amount. The check was hunted up,-ail the 
checks are preserved as receipts,—and the 
back of it disclosed that Mr. Marcy had 
indorsed it to Reinke, who had been identified at 
the Corn Exchange National Bank by one K. 
Henderson, and drawn the money. The signa- 
ture of Marcy on the certificate and that on the 
check were not alike,—were so different that the 
conclusion was jumped at that the latter was 
a forgery. Mr. Stebbins and the Chief Clerk 
ru shed off at once to Mr. Marcy’s office to con- 
sult bim about it, but didn't find him. He told 
the reporter that he had often given Reinke 
checks, and couldn’t tell whether this was one 
of them or not until he had seen it. To the re- 
porter’s eye there was a slight resemblance be- 
tween the two signatures, and both may have 
been written by Mr. Marcy. HKeinke is cer- 
tainly too smart to furnish such evidence 
against himself, and the transaction is 
probably straight, though, like the “rubbing 
down of the assesments, it was brought to the 
surface by an accident. He had waited on both 
Mr. Marcy and Mr. Stebbins, and got their cer- 
tificates mixed, having surrendered the wrong 
ones, which footed up about the same as the 
others, the booas showing that Stebbins’ certifi- 
cates had been paid, whereas the check was 
given for those heid by Marcy. And the pres- 
entation of his own certificates by Mr. Stebbins 
led to the discovery not only of the mix but of 
the supposed forgery. In case Mr. Marcy did 
not do the indorsing, the bank and not the coun- 
ty is liable for the money —$38.70. 

Mr. Stebbins has another certificate, originally 
belonging to Mr. Marcy, which looks queer. 
According to it $177.68 had been paid for 
a certain piece of property. The Treas- 
urer’s books show that only $77.63 wus 
due, and that thatamount had been paid. The 
addition of $100 on the certificate may have been 
acierical error. Reinke signed the document 
for Klokke. When he returns from St. Louis be 
may be able to tell how it happened. Mr. Marcy 
is liable in this case.

He had noticed for some days back a dozen or 
two clerks in a basement room in the County 
Building calling off figures and com paring books, 
but paid no attention to them. As the volumes 
were old warrants, he thought the employés 
might be searching for discrepancies. So he 
asken a clerk what was up.

Anything wrong with them?“ 

The clerk smiled and winked. “ You are too 
curious.“ be said. 

The remark andhis actions were convincing 
that a quiet inquiry was beiug made by County- 
Clerk Klokke. and the reporter soon found out 
what led to it. 

Itappears that some months ago one of the 
clerks accidentally discovered that a forfeiture 
in 1875 had been omitted from the warrant for 
1876. To satisfy himself as to whether or not 
it was an accident, he went over several pages, 
and found that the omissions were quite tre- 
quent. He then reported the fact to Mr. 
hiokke, who detailed tuo mento go over the 
books. They did 80, and discovered that for- 
feitures amounting to $93,000 had been skipped; 
in other words, that the county, city, 
eto, had been robbed of that sum. 
As back taxes are always payable, the County 
Clerk had them extended on the warrants for 
1880, and the parties who owe them will have to 
pay them. The amounts were, of course, not 
overlooked by e¢lerks in copying. There were 
too many of them toattribute their omission to 
clerical errors. {Soa just conclusion is that 


TAX AGENTS AND THEIR ACCOMPLICES ARE 
RESPONSIBLE. 
Their e oy ers will be out what was paid for 
their services, and will be surprised when they 
find out that they will have to hand over to the 
Collector what they thought they bad saved. 
As the first comparison 0 the war- 
rants was not a thorough one, Mr. Klokke 
decided to have another one made, and the 
clerks in the basement are now doting the work. 
What they have learned, if anything, is un- 
known, as they will not give information. It is 
the policy of all officeholders to keep such mat- 
ters from the public, and they never give up 
anything which reflects upon them if they can 
avoid it. Mr. Klokke however, is not accounta- 
ble for the deplorable state of affairs in the 
County Clerk’s office. Many forfeitures have 
been omitted siace he took the position, but the 
same is true of every County Clerk since 1870, 
—as far back as rds go. During Gen. 
Lieb’s administration, particularly, the 
ring must have made an immensesum. Now 
that this method of fraud has been unearthed, 
the clerks wonder that no one ever suspected it 
before.

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CHINESE IMMIGRATION. . 
rge F. Seward, late United States Minister 

to China, has prepared an elaborate brief in 

favor of what may be termed the unpopular 

side of the Chinese question. It forms a volume 

of over 400 pages, contains a great many facts 
and statistics, and a portentous array of figures, 

to prove, what he alleges to be the case: that the 
Chinese have been of great service to the people 

of the Pacific Coast; that they are still needed 
there, but in a less important measure; that the 
objections which have been advanced against 
them are in the main unwarranted; and that the 
minor evils incident to their presence may be 
readilyabated under existing treaties and with- 

in the lines of ordinary legislation. It is not to 
be denied that Mr. Seward has made a strong 
case for his side.—as strong, possibly, as can be 
made,—and without a presentation of the 
facts and figures ou the opposit side his 
reasoning May seem sound and unanswerable. 
But this fact remains and offsets at least one of 
Mr. Sewurd's premises that the people of the 
Pacific Coast, by an overwhelmme majority, 
have declared agaiyst the Chinese, and that, in 
the face of and declaration, all reasoning as to 
the benefits of Chinese immigration are futile 
and not likely to produce any results, New 
treaties with the Chinese Government, whereby 
immigration might at least be controlled, if not 
absolutely prohibited, were demanded by gen- 
eral public sentiment. There is a sentimental 
as well as a practical side to this as well s to 
other questions of policy. Governments must 
deal with the practical side, must carry out the 
principle of the greatest good to the greatest 
humber, regardless of the cry of the sentiment- 
alist that freedom and “liberty” and the 
“ rights of man are being violated or trodden 
upon. A treaty with China has been concluded, 
and only awaits the action of the Senate. 
By this treaty the Government will acquire the 
right to control or to suspend the immigration 
of Chinese laborers “* whenever the com- 
ing of Chinese labcrers to the United States or 
their residence therein affects or threatens to 
affect the interests of that country, to endanger 
the good order of the said country, or of any 
locality within the territory therrof. Under that 
clause the Pacific Coast will undoubtedly con- 
trolthe question of Chinese immigration and 
reguiate its actual workings in accordance with 
its oft-expressed opinion. 

Mr. Seward’s boox deserves particular atten- 
tion at this time. It might be too much to say 
that it was prepared and hurried to publication 
in order to prevent the ratificatiomof the treaty, 
—for that would be attributing podue weight to 
its author's opinions and infldence. That the 
writer hoped it might have some influence on the 
minds of the people, and through them upon their 
representatives who are to act for them, is ap- 
parently undeniable. Mr. Seward has had rare 
facilities for studying the social and economical 
as of the questions involved in Chinese im- 
— He has stated the facts and consid- 
erations upon which he has based his conelu- 
sions fully and freely.

under special contracts as to length of employ- 
ment and compensation, is a question Mr. Sew- 
ard does not touch upon. We are inclined to 
think that such propositions were made and that 
they were discussed in the newspapers at the 
time, and that one of the most important func- 
tions of the Six Companies is generally consid- 
ered to be the making of just such contracts. 
Mr. Seward says here: “If the public men of 
California, its statesmen, its politicians, its 
priests, its journalists, aud its teachers of all 
classes had consistently and continuously com- 
mended the Chinese for their industry, and 
@vinted to them as an example of what may be 
aceonplished by a people of lees mental and 
pbysical vigor than ourselves br the simple force 
of steadiness at work, we should have heard far 
less of caste and its degrading influences, and 
the young men of the Stat would have grown 
up to babits different from those which charac- 
terize the boodlum.” 

On the next poiut—that the Chinese displace 
other taborers—Mr. Seward is equally emphatic. 
He denies that it is true, and claims that 
Chinese jabor supplements, but Joes not dis- 


piace, white labor, and gives a list of sixty in- 


dustries in which the Chinese are not employed. 
This is one of the most important chapters in 
the book. It is too late in the day,” Mr. Sew- 
ard thinks, to induige in any hope whatever 
that broad views may be instilled into the minds 
of the laboring classes of California. Their 
views have been accepted so readily, have been 
indorsed 80 — 4 — in high quarters, and have 
afforded so many rallying cries in the political 
battlefield that the case is simply hopeless.

correct appreciation. lassert . that they 
have actually opened two doors for the employ- 
ment of our people where they have closed one.”

MARY MARSTON, 

George Macdonald has been a voluminous 
writer. Since his Phantastes, a Faerie Ro- 
mance,” in 1858, he has published twenty-five 
diferent volumes either of poetry or prose, of 
which “Aleck Forbes,” “David Eiginbrod,”’ 
“Annals of a Quiet Neighborhooa,”’ “ Robert 
Faiconer,” Adela Catheart,’’ “Wilfrid Cum- 
bermede,” and “ Malcolm are the best known. 
Mr. Macdonald was for many yoars a 
preacher of the Independent Church of 
Scotland, and his best works are imbued with an 
earnest religious spirit, never offensively 
thrust upon the reader. but running along as a 
quiet undercurrent carrying on its surface the 
burden of the story. Mr. Macdonald’s last 
book —“ Mary Marston —is equal to his best 
work. It is entertaining from beginning to end, 
and is full ot bright aphorisms and quiet effect- 
ive sayings which will be remembered with 
pleasure and profit by those who read the book 
with care. Nor does the volume lack in incident 
and startling situations. Mr. Macdonald's style 
is easy and graceful; his descriptions are thor 
oughly natural and realistic, and his characters 
drawn with marked skill. Mary Marston” is 
the story of a young girl who begins life behind 
the counter of her father’s store, a draper's 
shop in an old country town, and which “had a 
special — for all kinds of linen goods, 
from catubrie bandkerchiefs to towels, and from 
table-napkins sheets; but almost everything 
was to fount! in it, from Manchester mole- 
skigs for the navvy's trousers to Genoa velvet 
tor the dowager’s gown, and from , 
prints to Lyons silk.

she educates. And in the end she marries Jo- 
seph, Jasper, the blacksmith, who is thus de- 
scribed, when Mary first meets him: “That he 
was rough in appearance, no one who knew him 
would have wished himself able to deny, and one 
less like a thief would have been hard to find.

This is not the place to discuss the question as 
to whether he is right or wrong, or whether 
Chinese immigration ghould or should not be 
piaced on a different basis and controlled by dif- 
ferent laws than foreign immigration generally. 
Mr. Seward has studied the subject with consid- 
erable care, and prepared a work likely toattract 
considerable attention,—not so much, pvssibly, 
as it deserves, on account of the scandals 
connected with Mr. Seward's official residence in 
China, and which would tend in the minds of 
many to seriously impair the strength of his 
ments.‘ Moreover, be might sus 
of unfriendly feelme toward the existi Ad- 
ministration and as not overanxious to assist in 
the ratification of any treaties made by it with 
China in which he not only had no partsbut was, 
on the contrary, pointediy avoided. These are, 
of course, mere surmises. Mr. Seward's book 
does not seem to be as well digested nor as fair 
to the opposit side as might have been wished: 
be sums up too much like the special pleader 
reading only the evidence of his own witnesses, 
but bis facts and figures aro apparently authori- 
tative. and appear to cover the position assumed 
pretty effectually. 

It is difficult to make an abstract of a work 
like this where the poicts made depend so much 
on statistics for their proof. In a very general 
way, however, a summary can be made of Mr. 
Seward’s leading assertions. In the first place. 

she claims that a spirit of exaggeration charac- 
terizes the statementsof anti-Chinese partisans 
ip estimating the number of those who have 
ready reached our shores. The misstatements 
made in this connection ought to discredit the 
statements of anti-Chinese* partisans, for the 
question is of importance in connection with the 
general problems involved in Chinese immigra- 
tion. It was asserted in mass- meetings, before 
Congressional Committees, and iu Congress, that 
there were 200.000 Chinese in California, and 75,000 
in San Francisco alone. The census report of 
1880 shows: „ 
Chinese in San Francisco S 20,157 
In California — 73 
In Oregon 
In Idabo and Montana 

And something less than three-fourths of all 
the Chinese in the United States (100,000) resided 
in California. Mr. Seward says: It will de 
surprising, as I believe, to the people of the 
United States that misstatements so gravely se- 
rious in their nature have passed unchallenged 
in the hails of Congress and in the country at 
large. It shows how fara very simple matter 
can be misunderstood, when on the one side 
there is concerned a virorous party represent- 
ing an active tical cry, and on the other a 
disfranchised class incapable of fighting its own 
battles,” 

Mr. Seward next considers the material results 
of Chinese labor in California: first in rqilroad 
building, then in the reclamation of amp 
lands, in mining, farming, fruit-culture, manu- 
facturing, special industries, ana domestic 
servants. This part of the book is in- 
tended to show the material advantages 
which have resulted to _ California from 
the labors of Uhinamen, and the facts recited 
are taken mainly from the evidence before the 
Congressional Committee. In regard to rail- 


) road- building, the evidence of Gov. Low, Charies 


Crocker, Mr. Strobridge, Mr. Colton, and Mr. 
Evans is quoted to show that the Transconti- 
nental and other railroads could Mot have been 
bulit so cheaply and so quickly without Chinese 
labor, and that the result has been such as to 
serve the convenience, cowfort, and @pportuni- 
ties fat enterprise of the peepie of alifornia, 
and to promote immigration from the Eastern 
States and the prosperity of the State, Again, 
the swamp and overtiowed lands of California 
covered an area of 5. 0.0% acres. These 
are all rich and practically inexhaustible. Mr 
Seward quotes Mr, Brooks as saying: I asked 
a former Surveyor-Generul of this State to esti- 
mate the increase in the value of the property 
of this State created by Chinese labor in the 
build: of railroads and in reclaiming tuli- 
lands aloes, and the amount be gave me is 
$29,700,000. That is the wealth which a hundred 
thousand Chinese have added to Califoraia. 
In mining, the Chinese are subject to many 
abilities, yet they have proved “admirable 
miners.”” In 2, some 80,000 Chinamen were 
engaged in min and earned about $14,400,000 
a year. In the fields and vineyards, as well as in 
manufacturing and other industries, the Chinese 
ve been found invaluable. He however, 
r. Sew seems to have been buil a man 
of straw in order to enjoy the supreme satisfac- 
tion of knock him down. Noone denies the 
capacity of the Chinamen to work, to learn, to 
attain a high degree of skill, and to underbid 
native competition. As laborer, farm~-hand, 
grape picker, factory operative, miner, or 
mestic servant, he is patient, strong, indus- 
trious, and cheap. It is = for the of these 


White labor is skilled lavor in California, and 
therefore well paid. If the supply of Chinese 
laborers is diminishing, and there/ore the supply 
of other labor is increasing, does it not tend to 
provewwhat Mr. Seward so strenuously combats 
—that Chinese labor dves displace white. 

Again, Mr. Seward concludes that the Chinese 
are not a migratory peopie. The final para- 
graphs of his book thus sums up this branch of 
the inquiry: 

“If | should be asked now to state ths pros- 
pects of Chinese emigration to ail parts of the 
world, I should respond that there will be a slow 
but eontinued movement from the northern 

rovinces into Manchuria and Mongolia, and 

rom the northwest into ii and Kashgaria, 
should those regions remain free from disturb- 
ances and oonfirmed to Chinese rule. In the 
central provinces . there appears to be no 
tendency on the part of the people to leave their 
bomes. From the soutbern districts the Chi- 
nese will move toward the fertile plains of 
Cochin China and Further India, generally, as 
they find encou ment. They will also go to 
the English and Dutch settlements in the Straits 
of Malacca and the Malay Archipelago. There will 
also be a continued stream of emigrants to Aus- 
tralia and California, but itis nota growing 
stream in either case : It is then among 
populations that are less vigorous and worthy 
thaa themselves. in districts which hardly know 
the industrious hands of man, and which are not 
less rich in natural resources than the most 
favored lands of the earth, that these people 
may work out their manifest destiny.“ 

It has been impossibie to give any idea of the 
mass of evidence Mr. Seward has adduced in 
support or bis own side of the question. He 
wieids a caustic pen, and is rather bitter and 
severe in his arraignment of some public men 
8 1 tor their action and comments on the 

hinese question. He pleads eloquently for 
justice to those whose cause he champions. to 
members of a nation whose renaissance is so far 
acknowledged that European nations are seek- 
ing or striving to prevent alliances with ber, and 
which is to-day running a great steamship line 
“ with more vessels and more tonnage than any 
of those under our own flag.“ For a concise 
statement of his demands for this people, the 
reader is referred to page 286. of which an ab- 
stract would be unfajr and a reproduction would 
take too much space. Mr. Seward is a strong, 
earnest writer, and his work is a contribution 
toward a better understanding of the Chinese 
question. 
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HISTORY OF THE BRITISH PARLIA- 
MENT. 

Mr. George Henry Jennings has compiled 
what he has been pleased to call An Anecdotal 
History of the British Parliament from the 
Earliest Periods to the Present Time; with 
Notices of Eminent Parliamentary Men and Ex- 
amples of Their Oratory.” Its very title isa 
guarantee of an interesting volume. For of all 
forms by which historical xnowledge is im- 
parted, the “anecdotal” is naturally the most 
entertaining. Butthis qualification is a stum- 
bling- block in the way of any attempt to give a 
syuopsis or abstract of the contents of the work. 
An abstract of a book of anecdotes would give 
but a faint idea of the merits of the book itself. 
The compiler has had another object in view, 
however, in preparing this volume of some 500 
pages. Hedesired to show the history of con- 
stitutional liberty; to prepare a digest of the 
bulky refererence works in which is contained 
the history and the working of Parliamentary 
institutions,—the bulwarks of that liberty,—and 
thus he has given to his work greater system and 
coherency. Some eight years ago the author of 
this work essayed a task similar to the one he 
has now successfully accomplished. He pro- 
duced a volume entitled A Book of Parlia- 
mentary Anecdote,” in which he sought to string 
together some of the most striking . facts in the 
history of British Parliaments and in the public 
lives of distinguished statesmen. From that 
work, and encouraged by its success, has grown 
this “ Anecdotal History,“ in which the materi- 
als accumulated in the tentative work have been 
expanded and rearranged. It is not difficult to 
say which branch of the subject is the most In- 
terest ing,—that which treats of or traces the 
rise and progress of Parliamentary institutions, 
or the more personal part filled with 
stories about statesmen and politicians.

BILLS.

AN OPINION FROM THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan, 8.— The House 
met this morning at the usual hour. 

A communication was received from the 
Attorney-General in answer to a resolution 
of inquiry as to whether County Treasurers, 
Judges, and iCerks now in office shall, under 
the late constitutional amendment, hold un- 
til 1882, or whether an electien should be 
held in November, 1881. The opinion was 
very voluminous, going into the law in the 
case with great fullness, and citing a number 
of venerable decisions more or less applica- 
ble. The gist of it all was that the Constitution 
of 18 continued in force until 1882, when 
there would be an election called for the 
Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, at which election the officers in ques- 
tion would be elected and assume the duties 
of their offices on the first Monday in De- 
cember following,go hold under the new 
amendment. Them, according to the opin- 
ion, there would be a conflict between the 
provisions of the old and the new Constitu- 
tion, and the old would be repealed by im- 
plication. “The old Constitution,” the opin- 
ion continued.“ provided that County Judges 
and County Clerks shall be elected and 
held their offices for four years, and the 
County Treasurers fortwo years. The pres- 
ent officers hold their full terms foar and 
two year respectively, but the terms of the 
Officers in question will expire on the first 
Monday of December, 1881. The new pro- 
vision of the Constitution does not conflict 
with the old in 1881. Consequently, these 
officers are to be elected as usual in 1881, and 
hold their offices until such holding 
does conflict with the new provision, 
which declares that these officers shall 
be elected at the general election to be 
held on the Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, 1882,’ and ‘shall enter upon the 
duties at the first Monday in December fol- 
lowing.’ ”’

I have 
bad And here follows a train of symptoms 
minutely given, even as to days and hours, with 
the fears of friends, and the judgment of physi- 
cians, until the listener yawns 80 perceptibly 
that it is impossible to proceed.

Do we concern 
ourselves about this when we are making up the 
day's account? Did we begin the day with any 
resolves about it, as if it were a thing of conse- 
quence, or have we, maundered on, dropping 
words about trifies, or evil words like firebrands, 
or words of batred, piercing friends that love 
us? Each day's talk is surely no trifle; we can 
scarcely belp sowing the germs of many thoughts 
in a twelve-hours’ intercourse with our mates in 
the ordinary duties of lite: and allowing our 
words a negative value, we rob our friends of all 
the good and pleasure that we might bestow and 
do not.

All books that get 
into the vital air of the world are worth read- 

; We can none of us afford not to have read 
Shakespeare, Scott. The Vicar of Wakefield,” 
Robinson Crusoe,” and the Arabian Nights.” 
Conversation is full of them. Dickens’ books 
are all worth reading; all our standard poets 
should be read, and their lives become familiar 
tous. There are so many fine libraries now that 
one can have an opportunity to find out about 
books before purcbas ing.

Banana and Guava. 


. Boston Bulletin. 

A slight description of the banana as it is seen 
growing may be interesting to some who have 
enjoyed ite delicious substance without knowing 
what form it presents during the primary stages 
of its growth. The stem of the plant is not 
woody, but consists of the footstalks of the 
ee leaves wrapped around each r, and 
i 


rises to the hight of twelve or tifteen feet. , 


The leaves are very large, of a long oval form, 
five or six feet in length, and beautifuily green 
in color. The middie rib of the leaf is wugh 
and strong, but the rest its substance is thin 
and delicate, and easily torn by the wind alone, 
in a direction of right angles with the rib. 

The manner in which the fruitis developed 
is quite interesting. From the midst of the 
leaves, and at the top, 4 Ts a large, smooth, 
purple cone, ay" own gracetully at the 
end of a stalk. The flowers are all wrapped u 
in this cone, which consists of a large number o 
closely-packed spathes. By-and-by the upper- 
most of these sheaths disengages itself from the 
rest, curls up, and discloses a row of three or 
four long blossoms, with the young fruit of each 
beginning to form. 

While this row of fruit is tender, the spathe 
remains hanging over it like a roof; but, when the 
fruit bas acquired some size and utrength, the 
protecting shield drups off, and the next in order 
rises up, with a similar row of young fruit, over 
which ft stands in the same watchful attitude, 
till it also drops off to be suceeeded by another. 
W hen one circle of fruit is completed, another is 
commenced below, and in due time another; 
while the common stem around which the fruit 
is disposed grows —— a | longer, and the 
cone of spathes diminishes tn size, till it is all 
unfoided, and a monstrous bunch of bananas is 
finished, which seidom weighs lesa than twenty 
or thirty and some times asmuch as seventy or 
eighty pounds. Of all Kinds of vegetabie nu- 
triment the banana is perhaps the most pro- 
ductive and most easily raised. 

After a plant has produced its bunch of fruit. 
thejstem is either cut, or is suffered to wither and 
fall on the spot. In, the f>rmer case, it is good 
fodder for cattle; ! latter, it forms good 
manure forthe young shouts which have been 
springing from tne root, and which are soon 
ready to bear fruit in their turn. From these 
shoots or sprouts the plant is propagated. 

Walking from the cain-fleld to the sugar- 
house, we passed numerous guava trees, the 
fruit of which is used in mak the delicious 
jeliy of that name, for which Cuba is 80 justly 
celebrated. The tree is small, looking some- 
thing like our “cherry” when voung, though the 
leaves of the “ guava’ are r and 
than those of tue cherry and more thinly scat- 
tered on the tree. It is natural to Cuba, and is 
of a pertinacivus life, covering and 3 
ground on which it 135 to settie. The 
wood is close-grain heavy, ciothed witha 
smooth, reddish-colored bark. The blossom is 
white, and resembies a plum or cherry blossom, 
or more nearly still a large white myrtle. The 
fruitin ite natural state is not so desirabie, 
though by some it ts esteemed. It is nearly 
round, and when ripe of a brown color, something 
hike aSeckeli pear, and tasting much like one over- 
ripe. It has a tender rind or skin, within which 
is the pulp of a pink bue, and filled with trian- 
gular yellow seeds. The fruitis very fragrant, 
so much so that by cutting one open it will scent 
a larxe room.

There was more strength in produce cireles 
yesterday, and more doing. The remark applies 
more especially to provisions, which falriy 
“ boomed” at oue time, though the advance was 
not so sharp as on some previous days. There 
was a good deal of filling of shorts by parties who 
sold freely a week or two ago, and did not deem 
it prudent to remain outside longer. The mar- 
ket simply went away from the point expected 
by mary. operators, being carried up by a big 
demand for lard and meats by consumers. 
Wheat was in better demand, though the early 
feeling was quite feverish, as some 1olks thought 
a lead mine was being dumped on the boys dur- 
ing the first two hours, and the British markets 
were dull and easier. But the demand was 
good enough to advance prices, and the feeling 
was very strong the last two hours of the ses- 
sion. It was helped by the report of small 
receipts at winter wheat points, and 
reports of damage feared to the winter wheat 
crop, Other grain was stronger in sympathy, 
though not particularily active. There was a big 
business in wheat and corn on the afternoon 
call, with little change in prices, while pork was 
stronger and lard irregular. Mess pork closed 
2 higher, at $14.224@14.% for February and
